1. The amendment dated 5/13/2008 has been fully considered and entered into the Record. 
Claim 46 has been amended and contains no new matter. The previous art rejections based upon 
the combination of Atwell, Sasaki and Romanin fail to provide for a helically wound conduit 
with a helically wound wall comprising the claimed reinforcing net, adhesive and substrate 
serving as the inner wall of the helically wound conduit.
